vo get all the farmers to produce 
hogs for home 
meat consumption, 
especially during times of depressed 
hog prices until they learn how to 
do a good job of curing their own 
meat, advises E. R. Eudaly, Exten­ 
sion Service Specialist, A. and M. 
College of Texas. 
Curing pork is not only a matter 
of making it keep. 
It must be put 
up iii such a manner that it will 
make a desirable food 
Not only 
must it be- tasty when first cured, 
but it should stay that way for twelve 
months. 
Mr. Eudaly does not think 
that 
the 
dry 
salt 
method 
fulfills 
these requirements. 
Sugar curing 
by the brine process, he says, is a l­ 
ways followed by folks once they 
have learned to use it. 
There 
are 
several 
formulas 
for 
making this brine, the following be­ 
ing a good one: 
IO gallons water 
20 lbs. salt 
10 His. brown sugar 
5 ounces saltpeter 
B ung the water to a boil, then add 
the salt. 
Stir this about a minute, 
then add the sugar and saltpeter. 
Continue to stir until all is dissolved. 
Allow this to cool and the brine is 
ready. 
It is preferable to kill a hog in 
the afternoon. 
Cut up the meat and 
rub salt on it, spread it out and al­ 
low to stand over night. 
In the 
meantime, make the brine as directed 
and allow it to stand over night. 
The next morning pack the meat 
in a barrel. 
Pack the hams and 
shoulders first, with the skin side 
up; then pack the side meat with 
skin side up. 
Put a weight on the 
meat and then pour the brine over 
it. 
Let it stand in this manner for 
three weeks. 
At this time, take out 
the^ side meat and hang up to drip. 
Tv eight the hams and shoulders down 
in the brine again and leave it there 
another ten days. 
After this time, 
take these out and hang up to drip. 
Th In n all the meat has dripped dry, 
smoke it and then wrap it. 
This is 
lsually done by wrapping first with 
newspapers and then cotton sacking. 
Be sure to sew the cloth on tight 
so that na bugs nor flies can get to 
the- n eat. 
Sew on a strap to hang 
the package with. 
Hang it in a cool 
p.ace and you will have as good meat 
as you can buy during the entire 
year.

neghbor’s premises. 
Those Americans, who under the 
Diaz regime, secured immense grants 
of Mexico’s land.*' for almost nothing, 
are now seeking to “( ash in’’ on the 
oil output, and the present Mexican 
President objects on the ground that 
the oil and other minerals belong 
to the Mexican people, and should 
not become the spoils of aliens un­ 
der any form of claim. 
President railes is correct. 
IL 
is no doubt a statesman true to his 
country and his people. 
The under­ 
ground resources of his country be­ 
long not only to the Mexican people, 
but to Mexican people in common. 
Such 
underground 
riches 
should 
never accrue, 
single individuals, or 
corp® rati ohs. 
They should not flow 
into the hands of foreigners at all; 
nor even into the hands of a priv­ 
ileged few Mexicans, but should ap­ 
ply mainly to aw d I the Treasury of 
the State, to be used for general 
public purposes. 
It was a mistake in any state con­ 
stitution, not t* reserve all under­ 
ground resources for State purposes, 
yielding only sufficient to individ­ 
uals and corporations to 
properly 
stimulate mining development. 
Today, 
Texas as 
well as other 
states, is rapidly losing her under­ 
ground oil riches, and they are be­ 
ing pocketed by the/ private individ­ 
uate 
(aliens and otherwise) 
when 
such wealth should have been retain­ 
ed for the people’s state treasury. 
Our general taxes could then be re­ 
duced. 
It is evidently an inherent wrong 
that the fabulous wealth of great 
underground areas should be gather­ 
ed by a privileged few. 
Such wealth 
was not produced by any private in­ 
dividuals, and belongs to no select 
few. 
Such wealth was created by 
the 
Great Creator of all, and 
is 
rightfully the heritage of the State’s 
people as a whole, and under no 
circumstances should any private few 
be licensed to claim it and gather 
it. 
ft belongs, like the great bodies 
of air and wat t , to a lf the people. 
Mexico no doubt, is attempting to 
carry out this broad and democratic 
idea in its fight against the great 
oil and land speculators who have 
gained a foot-hold in its territory. 
Let all advocates of good govern­ 
ment say to Mexico, “success to yon”, 
and then the ominous war clouds 
will cease to hover. 
It is well to remember that n t 
everybody on Wall Street has cloy* n 
hoofs and a forked tail.

A Niagara of cotton flood 
mg the market inevitably depresses 
it and the producer gets the short 
end.

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Cotton is a comfort or a curse, ac­ 
cording to the amount produced and 
the use to which it is applied. 
If 
produced 
in 
reasonable 
quantities 
and properly used, it is one of the 
most useful and profitable crops that 
can be grown in the South. 
If a 
surplus is produced under the pres­ 
ent 
gambling 
system 
of 
making 
prices, it creates a panic in the mar­ 
ket and reduces the price below the 
cost of production and proves a curse. 
The present crisis in the cotton 
market has brought forth a wail of 
distress throughout the South, and 
all kinds of remedies are suggested. 
My mail is filled with suggestions 
as to the best plan of raising the 
price of cotton and bringing pros 
perity to the South. 
The most of 
the suggestions would require a law 
to make the farmers and laud owners 
do what they know ought to be dune. 
Some suggest a tax of ten dollars 
on every bale of cotton produced 
over a certain amount. 
Some ad­ 
vocate a law to compel farmers to 
reduce cotton acreage 25 per cent. 
Some suggest a law prohibiting land 
owners from permitting any lands 
to be planted rn cotton two years 
in succession and 
others advocate 
a law to make all farmers terrace 
their lands and plant certain crops 
to improve the soil. 
Nearly all the agricultural doctors 
agree that we have too much cotton 
under the present system of market­ 
ing and their remedy is to reduce 
the 
amount 
of 
cotton 
produced. 
Some of the suggestions are good, 
hut why apply them all to cotton 
growers? 
Wet have a surplus of law­ 
yers, 
doctors, 
grocery 
merchants, 
druggists, bankers, and fools, all to 
be supported by the producers. 
Why 
not enact a law* to reduce the sur­ 
plus of these fellows and lessen the 
expense of supporting them to that 
extent? 
This would result in econo- 
tj H my and business efficiency, as we 
> x would lessen the overhead expenses

be impossible to estimate how many 
th o u sa n d of Slat 
officers it would

not they were planting too much cot­ 
ton and violating the law. 
The very 
people who are now advocating such 


laws would rebel aganst their en- 
1 m e r : when the State police o ffi­ 
cers fame around to “tag them as 
-ta te wards, 
or to collect the ten 
dollars a bale on every bale produced 
' ve th»‘ maximum allowed by law 
or to tell them what to plant and 
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what not to plant on their own land. 
The enforcement of such laws would 
be almost impossible and would cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
would likHy caus * civil war, or a 
reign of terror, the like of which has 
not been equalled in this country 
before. 
It is foolish to wasti time 
in the discussion of such propositions. 
Too Much Cotton and the Remedy. 
Every ’Funking person knows that 
we have produced too much cotton 
the past two years, and the surplus 
cotton is what lowers the price un­ 
der the present exchange gambling 
system of price making. 
I he only remedy that is receiving 
substantial supp* rt is to hold as much 
cotton o ff the 
market as possible 
and to reduce the acreage nt*xt year, 
and this will advance the price and* 
give temporary relief. 
Surely every 
reasonable man can see this and will 
do his part, regardless of what un­ 
reasonable men may do. 
W hat 
T o P la n t 
Instead of C o tto n . 
( otton is the main money crop of 
the South and if properly managed 
will continuo to be the chief money 
crop. 
I would not suggest that farm­ 
ers substitute any other crop as a 
money crop to take the place of cot­ 
ton, for there is no single substitute 
for cotton. 
Cotton can be made very 
prof Stable. 
A 13,000,000 bale crop 
next year will bring 20 cents per 
pound or $840,000,000 more than a 
16 000,000 crop at 12 cents a pound. 
W hy raise the 16,000,000 bales at 
a greater cest and take *340,000,000 
less for it? 
Texas is paying half the value of 
the cotton crop for meat and lard 
and we knowr that farmers can grow' 
more feed crops, such as corn, oats, 
peas, and p anuts and poultry and 
dairy products, meat and lard. and 
this Mi I reduce the cotton crop and 
raise the price and save the money 
they are now paying nut for the 
things which they can grow*. 
Soil, climatic conditions, and mar- 
ke mg 
facilities 
should 
determine 
w tat crops should be grown on lands 
not planted to cotton, and it might 
be profitable to let the land rest and 
go fishing.
